BOY SCOUTS IN 

WAR SERVICE 

(Continued from First Page) 

The Scout Law 

1 — \ scout's honor is to be trusted. 
If a 6Cout were to break bis honor 
by telling a lie, or by not carrying 
out an order exactly when trusted 
on his honor to do so, he may be 
directed to hand over his scout badge 
and never wear it again. He may 
also be directed to cease to be a scout. 

2 — a scout is loyal to his parents, 
his leaders, his country, and to all 
others to whom loyalty is due. 

3 — a scout's duty is to be userul 
and to help others. He must be pre- 
pared at any time to save life or to 
help injured persons. He must try 
to do a good turn to somebody every 
day. 

4 — x scout is a friend to all, and 
a brother to every other scout. 

5 — a scout is courteous. That is, 
he is polite to all, but especially to 
women and children and old people 
and invalids, cripples, etc., and must 
not take any reward for being help- 
ful or courteous. 

6_a scout is kind to animals. He 
should save them as far as possible 
from pain, and should not kill any 
animals unnecessarily. 

7 — a scout is cheerful. He smiles 
whenever he can. He obeys readily 
and gladly. 

g — A scout obeys orders of his 
parents, patrol leader or scoutmaster. 
This is discipline. 

9— A scout is thrifty. That is, he 
saves every penny he can and puts 
it into the bank so that he may have 
money to keep himself when out of 
work, and thus not make himself a 
burden to others, or that he may have 
money to give away to others when 
they need it. 

Now if every scout were to follow 



out these laws to the letter, I think 
you will agree with me that when 
he grows up 'to manhood he will 
be honest and upright men such as 
our country neeflsi, and who is it. 
that will rule the country in a few 
years but these very boys? 

'Tis true that a few boys become 
scouts who do not live up to .he 
oaths they have taken, and a few 
grown-ups judge the entire troop of 
scouts by these few boys. 

My personal view on .this matter 
is to work with the unfaithful and 
| make them faithful. 

It is the duty of every Narberth 
resident to report to me personally 
whenever a scout is not acting as 
he should. 

Since the Narberth Troop of 
Scouts has been organized it has 
assisted in many ways in aiding the 
community and sometimes, I am sorry 
to say, it has met with a great 
deal of harsh criticisms. 

Since I have taken the obligations 
as scoutmaster I have studied the 
welfare of the Narberth Troop and 
have come to the conclusion that 
what it needs more than anything is 
the moral support of the community. 

It is a grand opportunity whenever 
messengers are required, or any ser- 
vice that a Boy Scout can render to 
a. community organization, to be able 
to call on an organization of boys to 
! perform these duties; but have you, 
dear reader, ever thought of an idea 
to help this movement along? By this 
I do not mean financially, but by re- 
porting any ill behavior of a Boy 
Scout, to the scoutmaster, finding a 
suitable and permanent place for the 
boys to hold their meetings and when 
The government offers scouts' medals 
for government service rendered, as- 
sist them all you can, for you can't 
realize how proud these scouts are 
to receive mere mention of loyal ser- 
vice rendered. 

Just at present the government has 
issued a call for the services of the 
Boy Scouts to secure bonds for the 
Fourth Liberty Loan, and for a 
stipulated number of bonds secured 
by each Boy Scout he will receive a 
service medal. 

In addition to that, the Delaware 
and Montgomery County scouts have 
issued a challenge to the Philadelphia 



Boy Scouts for a Liberty Loan cam- 
paign contest to start Monday, Octo- 
ber 1, and end Saturday night, Octo- 
ber 19. 

The Liberty Loan Committee will 
award a banner to the winner. 

As there are three times as many 
scouts _ in the Philadelphia division, 
each of our subscriptions will count 
proportionately more than theirs. 

The total each day will be pub- 
lished in the Philadelphia papers, so 
do your bit, If it hurts, to assist the 
Narberth Troop in making a good 
showing and also to give some of our 
Narberth scouts the opportunity ol' 
earning a war medal.

The body is then patted, not rub- 
bed, dry, and the patient should lie 
down at once and rest. Two vinegar 
baths a week are sufficient. — Clip- 
pings.

That spiritual force 
of which you speak — we never felt it. 
We don't know what you are talking 
about. Let's get back to politics. We 
want to make some more speeches 
about helping you win the war." 

Read their names once more. Count 
them. Twenty-one Democrats who 
repudiate the leadership of Woodrow 
Wilson. Identify the ten Republicans 
who opposed the war President on a 
measure that he urged upon them as 
a war measure. Then read this mes- 
sage from your own President and get 
ready for more work.

Twelve Influenza "Don'ts" Issued by 
General Gorgas 

Twelve safeguards against the 
spread of Spanish influenza were is- 
sued on Saturday by Surgeon General 
Gorgas 1 , as follows: 

Avoid needless crowding; influenza 
is a crowd disease.
